WASHINGTON, June 6—(NANA)—Washington Thursday looked | 
lwith troubled concern upon the growing hostility of Russia toward 


the United States and upon the almost feverish attempts of the 
Soviet Government to incite the rank and file of the Russian people 
to anger against the Western democracies. 


Among observers of widely di- 
vergent international views there 
was a disturbing unanimity of 
opinion that Moscow now is de- 
liberately pursuing a course which 
will force the United States either 
to a supine acceptance of a world 
dominated by Russia or to the 
early prosecution of a third World 
War for which the Soviet High 
Command is already diligently pre- 


fparing the Russian proletariat. 


Strong corroboration of this 
view is to be found in the daily 
outpourings of the government- 
controlled press and radio, not 
only in Moscow itself but in the 
Soviet satellite nations as well. 

Last Monday the newly appoint- 
ed Russian ambassador called at 
the White House to present his 
credentials to President Truman 
and to exchange the conventional- 
ly pious platitudes regarding the 
need for mutual understanding 
and good-will if world peace is to 
be assured. But for 48 hours pre- 
vious to that meeting, Russian- 
controlled radio stations had del- 
uged the air waves over the 
USSR, Europe, the British Isles 
and North and South America 
with condemnation of American 
policy and hatred of American in- 
stitutions. 

Transcripts of these broadcasts 


reveal that the United States to- 


day is clearly marked as Public. 


Enemy No. 1 so far as the govern- 
mental propagandists at Moscow 
are concerned. 

Of the broadcasts transmitted 
from Russia during the 48-hour 
period only one—beamed at Spain 
in Spanish—attacked the Fascist 
regime of Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco.

It is grow- 
ing in population and purchasing 
power, in diversification of indus- 
try and in development of its 
wealth of natural resources. It is 
no longer a one-crop section. 

“In the years since World War 
I,” the Delta testimony continues, 
“Washington has changed from 
the position of a rather remote 
national capital into the center of 
a system that extends into the 
daily life and business of prac: 
tically every city in the nation.... 
The current relationship between 
Washington and the rest of the 
Nation has created a travel need 
that only adequate service can 
meet.”

“So many of those poor souls could 
have saved themselves if they had not 
become panic-stricken.”

In this connection, only the 
presence of cool heads prevented a real 
tragedy recently in a small local suburban 
theater when the reflection from a pro- 
jection room window caused a dim-witted 
customer to shout an alarm. 

The danger of fire is bad enough in 
itself. 

But the danger from panic is even 
worse. 


In my effort to conserve food for Europe, I 
have lost almost 30 pounds. Yet my enthusiasm 
.. is undimmed, even though my appetite be not. 

I am going on to conserve more food to prevent people from starv- 


ing in Europe even though it kills me. 


This, however, soon will lead to complications. I will need new 
clothes. Yet the returning veterans have, and should have, priority 
on them. So, until the mills and tailors grind more swiftly I will 
wear garments which, I hope, will flap in the Summer breezes and 
hang loosely upon me. That happy day is not upon me, but it is 
lingering in the wings, waiting to come upon the stage of fact. 


In choosing food to send to anti-Fascists in Europe, I select 
those foods I cannot eat. There go into my packages containers of 
cheese, camembert, blue, port salut, boxes of split peas, black 
beans, black-eyed peas, Boston-baked beans, grits, rice, dehydrated 
Irish potatoes, dehydrated soups, cans of gravy, cans of crayfish 
bisque, gumbo and so on. 

I torture and humble myself in their selection. Each box is 
a hair shirt to mortify the flesh and exalt the spirit. Each package 
put into the mails is sackcloth and ashes upon the head of my appe- 
tite and my gourmet philosophy. Each cheese is a pearl and each 
pearl a tear and a sigh. 

There is not much solace in a raw carrot. A salad of lettuce 
and radishes, sprinkled with lemon juice, is not inspiring. A piece 
of lean meat the size of the palm of the hand, is but a snowflake 
upon the hot, dusty desert of one’s hunger. 

Bread I did not mind the edict against bread. I always ‘have 

had a low opinion of bread with but two exceptions. 
Cornbread, made with the right amount of shortening; hoe-cakes, 
and black pumpernickel bread are the only two breads fitten, as 
they say, to eat. There are addicts of hot biscuits and home-made 
rolis. I do not argue with these persons, as one’s appetite is one’s 
own. I have never found anyone who really liked ordinary white 
bread. It is eaten, I am convinced, merely as a habit. But again, 
1 would deprive no one of the bread of his choice. I merely do 
not understand anyone who doesn’t like cornbread and who will. 
by choice, eat white flour bread. Some of my best friends are 
white-bread eaters and I never argue with them. They simply 
don’t know any better. 


Cornbread is better than any cake ever baked. Cornbread, 
broken into a tall glass of cold sweetmilk, is the ambrosia eaten 
by the gods on Olympus. Cornbread, broken into a bowl of pot- 
licker from turnip greens, has more vitamins in it than the whole 
year’s produet of a vitamin factory. Cornbread, buttered and hot, 
has a flavor Tiner than honey from the mountains of Greece, where 
only delicate wild roses grow. 


Ornery But, all this has been taken from me. My doctor, who 

is, I must confess, somewhat ornery in his positive atti- 
tude, makes out so plain a case against fattening. foods that I 
would as soon swallow a jigger of potassium cyanide as a glass of 
milk, would as quickly eat-bread well filled with arsenic as that 
made from pure meal. He has a cold and unrelenting eye which 
can see through one’s clothing better than an X-ray and determine 
how much decrease there has been in the midriff: whether the 
brisket be thinning out or holding its own. 1 awake at night in a 
cold sweat from a dream in which he has caught me slipping into 
the refrigerator, as once I was wont to do, taking from it a sec- 
tion of camembert and black bread well smeared with butter. I 
feel his eye accusingly in my back when, at lunch, someone says, 
“Come on and join us in this pie with cheese—just this once.” 


So, stern as a Puritan deacon, I follow the doctor’s dictates pre- 
pared for showing me how to conserve food for Europe. For me 
there is no midnight snack, no cold chicken leg slipped from the 
refrigerator, no tall glass of cold sweet milk with corn muffins

If Shared by All 


Herbert Morrison, leader of the 
House of Commons, speaking by radio 
Washington on May 15, last, said: 
“There is now in existence and coming forward enough bread 
grain in the world to keep every human being alive. If people die 
of hunger, it will not be because there is too little food to go around: 
it will be because we are short, not so much of food as of the will! 
to get the right shares of it into the right mouths at the right 
time ... it is a problem of how people will behave about food as 
producers, as distributors, as transporters and as consumers.” 
Always it has been true that nature has provided in overflow- 
ing abundance for the basic needs of her children. In all history, 
wherever men have starved, the fault has been in human failure. 
either through faulty economic laws and systems, or in human 
breakdown of distribution. Nature always provides, only man fails. 
That problem of distribution is, inevitably, an international prob- 
lem. The food man needs is concentrated in various areas in the 
world and it is necessary to distribute it over all the globe. There- 
fore, if we would avert starvation death for millions in the lesser 
favored portions of earth, those areas where nature has provided 
in abundance, flowing over, must forget national boundaries and 
share with the less fortunate.

Mr. Truman is known to have revealed a philosophy of this 
kind to some of his more intimate callers in recent months. He 
seemed less concerned about his own political future than he was 
over giving the country the best administration it is within his 
power to give. 

The way he handled the rail and coal strikes shows that he 
is still adhering to this philosophy. He could have managed in 
a way to placate labor if he had wished. 

As it was, the President went straight to the crux of the probh- 
lem. Without pulling his punches he laid down the principle that 
strikes are not to be tolerated in those vital industries which are 
closely integrated with the economy of the country as a whole.

So as to get out the coal re 
quired to fuel our war machine, 
the Federal Government took over 
the coal mines of the nation early 
in the summer of 1943, and early 
in November a contract was work- 
ed out between the Government 
and John L. Lewis which provid- 
ed for an increase of $1.50 a day 
for the miners. 

Of this increase, $1 was for trav- 
el time pay, for it seemed to be 
a foregone conclusion that when 
the miners got to the Supreme 
Court with their claim of a right 
to such pay, the court would find 
for them. The miners agreed to 
give up fifteen minutes of their 
lunch time to coal production, and 
for this they were entitled to an- 
other 37%4c. In effect, then, there 
was little, if any, increase in 


wages under this agreement ex-|

Harold L. Ickes has imposed 
upon the country with the approv- 
al of the White House and the en- 
forced compliance of the National 
War Labor Board.” 

To the Washington Post it ap- 
peared thus: “Even considering 
the vital needs of the war, Mr. 
Ickes has paid an exhorbitant 
price for the production of coal.” 

And this from the Cincinnati 
Enquirer of the same date, Nov. 
5, 1943: “Regardless of the words 
which Sec. of Int. Harold L. 
Ickes may use to describe the 
‘settlement’ it is a virtual sellout 
of the interests of. the consumer 
and the many millions down the 
line in the battle against infla- 
tion.” 

Now the Government has nego- 
tiated another contract with John 
L, Lewis in order to get coal pro- 
duced, although this time the im- 
perative demand to fuel our war 
machine no longer exists. 


UNDER the new contract, the 
miners will be paid $1.85 more a 
day, retroactive to April 1. 

If the $1.50 increase granted in 
1943—most of which represented 
travel-time pay—constituted a 
“discreditable performance,” ‘“‘ap- 
peasement,” and “an exhorbitant 
price,” what, it might be wonder- 
ed, does the $1.85 daily increase 
under the new contract repre- 
sent, 

If an increase of $1.50 a day 
in 1943 was a “sellout,” what 
phrase can be applied to a settle- 
ment which provides for a wage 
increase of $1.85 a day, plus a 
welfare fund for the miners into 
which the coal operators must 
pay 5 cents for every ton of coal 
mined.

It is anticipated that this re- 
cent major operation will per- 
suade the operators to ask for an 
increase in the price of coal of 
55 cents a ton. This will include 
10c for the cost to the operators 
of the strike, but the balance will 
represent direct and indirect in- 
creases in wages and other bene- 
fits to the miners.

be a draftsman, that’s okay. You 
can do what you want. 

Don’t underestimate the value 
of vocational counselling. It’s a 
good service, and lots of vets have 
profited by it. 

After you’ve decided what you 
want to do, have picked out a 
school or training institution, and 
have taken the counselling, you’re 
all set to start in—if you can get 
in. Don’t forget that the school or 
the place where you want to train 
has to be approved by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. 

You can take the same kind of 
training programs under Public 
16 that you can under the GI 
Bill. You can go to school or col- 
lege, or you can become an ap- 
prentice in an established trade, 
or you can take on-the-job train- 
ing. And you can do it up to four 
years, regardless of how long you 
'served in the armed forces. 

. In fact, you can, under certain 
| conditions, get a training program 
approved by the VA which lasts 
more than four years. As I’ve 
previously explained, while you're 
in school or training somewhere, 
you keep your pension, and get 
the same subsistence allowance 
'you’d be getting under the GI 
Bill. 

Training under Public 16 has 
other advantages lacking in GI 
| Bill education. Next article I'll 
show you what I mean.

Of All Sawmills 


WASHINGTON, June 6—(#)— 
The Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration Thursday night broadened 
its lumber control program to 
cover the operations of all saw- 
mills. 

The move is designed to in- 
crease lumber and flooring set- 
asides by about 4,250,000,000 board 
board feet annually in order to 
meet requirements of veterans’ 
hospitals and essential civilian 
needs, in addition to requirements 
of the housing program. 

Heretofore only sawmills pro- 
ducing at least 8,000 feet of soft- 
wood or 4,000 feet of hardwood a 
day were covered by CPA con- 
trols. However, these mills pro- 
duce 75 percent of total lumber 
output, the agency added.

Said ‘Due’ 
With Treaties 


WASHINGTON, June 6-—(P)— 
President Truman declined to com- 
ment Thursday on requests for 
withdrawal of Myron C. Taylor 
as special Ambassador to the Vat- 
ican, but a Richmond, Va., Pres- 
byterian leader reported the Pres- 
ident had ‘given assurances the 
envoy would be recalled by the 
time peace treaties are signed, if 
not earlier.

“We were given assurance that 
the appointment of Taylor was a 
temporary expedient to give the 
President the fullest opportunity 
to make his contribution to the 
peace,” the Richmond minister 
stated, “We were assured that Tay- 
lor’s service as Ambassador to the 
Pope might terminate at an ear!
